The Nation's Bargains, 

On the 15th of January the British 
Musoum colebrated i's first century and 
a-half of existanca, for, though the Act of 
Parliament by ‘which the musoum Whig 
splled info being was padeod in 1753, 
it was" not until 1759 that the door 
of Montaguo House, which housed. the 
Cottonian Tibrary, the Sloano collection, 
and the Harleian collection of manuscripts, | 
were opened to the public. The anniver- 
sary wag marked by no ceremony, but it 
‘aay not be without interest, to recall a Yew 
of the stages by which; at a cost of Jess 
than .two million pounds to the public for 
the actual collection, the British Museum 
has attained the premier place among similar 
institutions. The Act of 1753 permitted

THE BIRTH AND DEATH OF. 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN, 


The Lite of Abraham Lincpla, whose 


centenary ‘fails to-day, was written by his |, 


devoted Secrataries Nicolay and Hay in 
ten portly volumes, which embody al! the 
poetry and pathos ‘of the great President's 
career from hia birth in the dismal solitude 
of Hodgenevillo, Kentucky, in the ignarint 
and degradad, atmosphere of a weatern 
slave atate, to the time when, the leader 
of a mighty uation, he wrote epoch-making 
proclamations aud delivered speeches which 
as literary compositions will rank with 
those of Pericles, We do not intend in 
the brief space at our disposal to review 
Lincoln’s career, but will take two ex- 
corpts from the Life dealing with his birth 
and hia tragic death. 5 

“Thore was no hint of, future glory in 
the wedding or bringing home of Nancy 
Lincoln, All accounts repxesent-her aa s: 
handsome young women of twenty-three, 
of appearance and intellect superior to her 
lowly fortunes. She could read and write 
a remarkable accomplishment in. her 
circla—and even taught her husband to 
form the letters of his name. He had no 
such valaable -wedding-gift to bestow upon 
her; he brought her to s little house in 
Elizabethtown, where he, sho, and want 
dwolt together in fourteen feetsquare. Tho 
next year a daughter was born to them, 
and the next the young carpenter, not find- 
ing his work remunerative enough for bia 
growing needa, removed to n little farm 
whioh he had bought off tho easy terms then 
prevalent in Kentucky. The ground had 
nothing attractive shout it but ité cheap- 
ness, It was hardly mora grateful than 
the rocky hill slopes of New England. It 
required full as earnest and intelligent in- 
dustry to persuade a Hving out of thoxe 
barren hillocks and weedy hollows, covered 
with stunted and scrubby underbrush, as 
it would amid the rocks and snnds' of the 
Northern coast. 

“Thomas Lincoln settled down in this 
dismal solitude to a deeper povorty than’ 
any of his name had ever known ; and 
there, in the midst of the most unpromis- 
ing circumstances that ever witnessed the 
advent of « hero into this world, Abraham 
Lincolu was born on the 12th day of 
Fobruary, 1800." From Kontucky tho 
Lincoln family migrated to Indiana. ** Tt. 
was a wild region,” writes Mr Lincoln in 
one of those rare bits of autobiography which 
he left behind him, ‘with many boars and 
other wild animols still in tho woods. 
There were seme schools so called, but 59 
qualification was ever required of » teacher 
beyond ‘readin’, ‘writin’, and cipherin’ 
to the Rule of Thros.’ If a atraggler sup- 
posed to understand Latin happened ‘to 
sojourn in the neighbourhood, he was 
looked upon as a’ wizard. ‘There was 
absolutely nothing to excit ambitione for 
education.” habe 

From suvh squalid scenes as these in 
Kentueky and Indiana, Abraham Lincoln 
‘mounted’ by toilsome steps until in Aprils 
1865, having given freedom. to the slaves 
and conquered by hia armies the reballisus 
States, ha stood in’ perhaps’ the proudest 
position ever occupied by a patriotic states- 
wan, His last words at a meoting of his 
Cabinet on the day of hia assassination 
were uttered in deprecation of anything 
Tike vindictiveness in punishment, ‘No 
one need expect he would take any part in 
hanging or killing these men, even the worst 
ofthem. Frighten them out of the country, 
‘open the gates, let down the bars, scaro | 
them off,” said he, throwing up lis hands 
aa if scaring. sheep. '* Enough lives harg 
been sacrificed ;.we must extinguish our 
resentments if we expect harmony and 
union.” That very evening at Ford’s The-

American Consin,” the President was 
eruelly murdered by the actor Booth
